Customers want honestly packed 
goods and they are usually wil­ 
ling to pa.V good prices for them. 
A grower never loses by placing 
ho ne st l y packed produce on any 
market, be it at home or abroad. 
E a c h p a c k a g e shoul d he tilled 
with the same grade throughout. 
If this is done tin* top

“ faced." 
“ F acin g ” is the ar­ 
r a n g e m e n t of from one to three 
lawyers <>f fruit on the top, t h u s 
i n c r e a s i n g t he attractiveness
